institutions. Few 
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Entered at Andover Postoffice as Second Class Matter 
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Conditions Worth Considering _ 


“It is doubtful if any, larger pro- 
portion of Andover citizens, than of 
ro | other part of the state, have any 
full conception of the question now 
being presented to the Legislature 
affecting the organization of the 
State Department. controlling state 
people anywhere 
have had a full realization of the 
tremendous increase in cost om ac- 
count of this enormous state activ- 
ity. The Commission, which has 
recommended a re-organization, has 
been accused of considering only the 
financial side, and it is submitted 
that there is considerable reason 
why the people of the Common- 
wealth who are not being cared for, 
should pay some attention to: this 

articular side, although this is far 
tom being the only consideration 
involved. The following table pre- 
sents some very striking figures, and 
may be studied pretty carefully by 
people who are becoming very muc 
disturbed over the rapidly mounting 
burden involved in the many forms 
of taxation in Massachusetts.

In 1885 the population of Massa- 
chusetts was 1,942,000 people. In 
twenty-five years it grew to number 
3,366,000,—an increase of 73. per 
cent. In this same period the cost 
of maintaining the institutions of 
the state increased 696 per cent. 

In 1912 there were held in the va- 
rious penal institutions of the state 
about 40,000 persons. Adding to 
this number the paupers, vagrants, 
insane and all other ‘classes who are 
wards of the state, either in. insti- 
tutions or under’ the direction of 
departments for outside relief, the 
number reaches to nearly 145,000 
persons, who are today a _ burden 
upon the productive energies of 
Massachusetts. 

This vast army of people, large 
as it is, does not include more than 
one-half of those who are cared for 
by direct. or indirect charities. As- 
suming that the annual loss to each 
one of this army is in excess of $500 
a year, which would be a fair earn- 
ing power for a normal person, we 
have a loss of over $70,000,000..a 
year in the indirect burden which 
these people place upon those men 
and women who.are doing their 
share as producing - powers’ in the 
community; but this figure does not 
represent the total. To this must 
be added the still further large sum 
of nearly $20,000,000 a year which 
the state directly pays for care and 
oversight, or, in other words, nearly 
$30 for each man, woman. and child 
in the Commonwealth. 

If this trend, as touched upon in 
the above, carried with it any en- 
couragement that real results for 
the public interests of the Common- 
wealth are -being secured, there 
would be some offset to the enor- 
mous expense involved, but “there 
are many people who believe that 
the entire program thus far carried 
on in the work by many Massachu- 
setts departments, cannot show such 
results as justify the claim that they 
are not properly subject to criti- 
cism. 

It is not very difficult to trace the 
unsettled attitude of the mildly in- 
sane persons, the weak character of 
the feeble-minded and. delinquent, 
inebriate and drug-stricken, and 
many of the other classes who make 
up the big burden upon the Com- 
monwealth at the present time, to 
the failure on the part of the Com- 
monwealth to work out through its 
assumption of the responsibility of 
the individual, such well-grounded 
character and firmly-fixed purpose, 
as are needed to set boys and girls 
in the right direction in their life 
work,

these lines has gone so slowly as to 
justify the figures submitted by one 
of the careful observers of the state 
that there are even today over a 
hundred thousand boys and girls 
wandering aimlessly from one thing 
to another without any definite pur- 
pose, due to the failure of the pub- 
ic school system of Massachusetts 
to properly work out the right kind 
of education. 

The question that the people 
must consider is not alone related to 
the increasing burden coming from 
the rapidly-growing state tax; it is 
not the question alone of humane 
consideration of the great problem 
of caring for unfortunates; it is not 
alone a “—t at the early edu- 
cational period and giving to the 
boys and_ girls proper schooling; 
above and beyond these factors 
is the fundamental consideration of 
impressing upon the individual citi- 
zen his responsibility for his individ- 
ual share in combating the trend of 
the times, which is to place the 
burden for it all and the relief of it 
all upon a mythical commonwealth, 
assumed to be a thing apart from 
the people themselves.

Tuberculosis Committee Report 


The sixth annual report of the An- 
dover ‘Tuberculosis Committee which 
has recently been distributed, states 
that the work of the committee is 
very largely devoted, as heretofore, 
to the support of the visiting nurse, 
Miss Lucy B. Abbott, whose service 
has continued to be most efficient 
and satisfactory.
